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BC Planners get first conditional use requests 


Boyne City Planners gave their 
approval to continue to process 
one application but denied another 
in the first attempt of petitioners 
to change the zoning status of non- 
conforming uses during the mon- 
thly meeting held at the Boyne 
City Hall Monday night. 

The petitions were the first the 
planners have received from 


property owners wishing to 
upgrade or change the status of 
their zoning after the amendment 
which allows non-conforming uses 
to be changed into conditional uses 
was approved a short time ago. 
The first issue to come in front 
of the planning body was the 
request of Walt Coyle and Scott 
Dietze to enlarge their non- 
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conforming use of land which is 
presently a mini-warehouse 
operation on State Street. 

The petitioners wanted to ex- 
pand the warehousing by adding 


-an additional building to the 


present two buildings on the large 
lot. They presented plans which 
showed how the new building 
would fit in with the present struc-

BC sells land to MDOT 
for better intersection 


Boyne City coffers will soon be 
$2,100 richer due to a land sale 
between the city and the Michigan 
Department of Transportation as 
the preparatory work continues to 
allow the state to rebuild Boyne 
Avenue (M-75) as it comes into 
town from Boyne Falls. 

The state purchased the land to 
allow them to change the way 
Division Street intersects with 
Boyne Avenue. New rules of the 
state require roads to intersect at 
right angles and the land at the

Red Cross issues a 


region-wide 


appeal 


for blood due to shortage 


In a major departure from its 
normal operations, the American 
Red Cross today issued a region 
wide appeal for blood. During an 
unprecendented news conference 
on October 9, 1989, at the Red 
Cross Blood Center, Dr. Willys F. 
Mueller, Medical Director for the 
Wolverine Region and Chief 
Pathologist for Hurley Medical 
Center, announced, “There is a 
nationwide shortage of blood. To 
be more specific, a shortage of the 
O groups and B blood groups”. 

He added, “As a result of the 
current low levels of blood since 
July of this year, hospitals have 
cancelled elective surgeries.” Blood 
collections are down over 1,500 
units from last year’s collections 
creating a serious impact on the 
community. Mueller stressed the 
need forhealthy donors to donate 
blood for their community. “The 
Red Cross is the conduit between 
those persons who can give blood 
and those persons who need 


- blood”, said Mueller. 


Why are blood levels low and 
why isn’t anyone donating? 
There are some specific answers 
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to those questions along with some 
just plain guess work. The facts 
are that in the Wolverine Region, 
hospitals are using more blood 
than in previous years. In the first 
two months of the Red Cross fiscal 
year (July and August) regional 
hospitals used 500 more units with 
the majority being O positive and 
O negative units. 

Research has indicated that the 
majority of people who don’t 
donate have never been asked. 
“Therefore, I am appealing to you, 
the community, on a one-to-one 
basis to please donate blood,” said 
Mueller. “The overall good feeling 
you get from donating far out- 
weighs the small, insignificant 
discomfort you get from donating,” 
he replied. 

Red Cross's goal is to collect 
more blood than its hospitals order 
to be able to meet increases in local 
demand. According to Mueller, “If 
collections go better than expec- 
ted, or if local hospitais needs are 
not as high as anticipated, we have 
excess blood available to share 
with other regions so that there is 
a plentiful supply for patients.”

Kudos to Planners 


Boyne City Planners are to be commended as they stood up 
and followed their ordinance right to. tee. In one case, they: 
agreed with a change of use while in the other they denied any 


further action. 


Both were done for exactly the right reasons. 

-In the case where it was approved for a change, the change 
will provide a better type of business to an area and eliminates 
a hardship caused by the land being zoned for only one non- 
conforming use. It was the way the ordinance was written that 
allows for such a change as this one. 

On the other hand, the denied request was only to expand an 
existing non-conforming use. That was denied because the 
enlarged use would not have been a change for the better, as 
the ordinance calls for, but just a change for enlargement. 

There were other considerations as well that helped decide 
both cases and the planning board followed each one as it was 


presented. 


It was noted previously in an editorial that the city should 
consider each request for a change in non-conforming use very 
stringently. It was nice that the planning body has followed 
that advice and we hope they will continue to require each non- 
conforming change the same scrutiny. 

The reason we are following such requests is that if they are 
approved, then the property becomes zoned as an approved 
conditional use: For those non-conforming uses that are. 
presently dotted throughout the city, the goal should be to try 
to reduce the non-conformance to the proper zoning of the area, 
not let the business expand doing the same things that help 
reduce the values of the neighborhoods.

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Bay board hears concerns about cien's market and 
noise ordinance 


“I would rather see this decided 
in the courts than to see neighbors 
shooting across. the line fence,” 


said Allie Bud’ Chipman, the 


supervisor of Bay Township as he 
explained to an audience of about 


45 residents the new noise or- 


dinance the township approved at 
a special board meeting held Sep- 
tember 18th, 

The noise ordinance brought 
residents both supporting as well 
as those who thought it was too 
broad, to the monthly meeting of 
the township board last Thursday 
evening after residents had some 
time to digest what had tran- 
spired. 

Some people seemed to think 
the ordinance was approved to 
handle just one case of dogs 
barking, but according to Bernie 
Hellstrom, a resident who 
suggested a noise ordinance, it 
started a year and a half ago when 
some other dogs were constantly 
barking and causing a disturbance. 

He said that Jack Gebauer, the 
resident who just moved into the 
area and was training dogs for 
dogsledding, just happened to 
move in at the wrong time. 


The ordinance, as approved, is 
very broad and is patterned after 
the. ordinance of Evangeline 
Township which has had a noise 
ordinance for severat years. Sheriff 
George Lasater provided the 
board with a copy of Evangeline’s 
ordinance for the Bay Township 
board to-consider. 

The board approved the same 
wording as Evangeline’s when 
they passed the new law in Sep- 
tember. The ordinance will take ef- 
fect October 20, 1989. 

Gebauer said he is ready for a 
ticket since he can’t move in the 
short period between last Thur- 
sday and the time the ordinance 
will become effective. 

He said that his dogs did bark 
when they first came into the area, 
but have quieted down con- 
siderably since then as they have 
become acclimated to the area. 

Gebauer said he has been shot 
at as he trains the dogs and has 
heard several rifle reports as he 
works with the dogs. 

The ordinance covers almost 
every noise with the exception of 
emergency vehicle sirens. 


When asked if the noise or- 
dinance could harm the annual 
Horton Bay Parade, the board 
stood mute. They also were quiet 
when others asked if hunting 
would be curtailed because a gun- 
shot is also loud. 

Lasater said that in 99 percent 
of the cases, the noise of dogs or 
loud music was the reason for the 
complaint. He said that the 
deputies ask the people to quiet 
down and that takes care of about 
90 percent of the problems. 

He figured the ordinance would 
help with the one percent of the 
time when deputy action would 
not help. 

Lasater also said that there are 

checks and balances in the or- 
dinance as the complaint would 
have to approved by either the 
township attorney or the county 
prosecutor before being served. 
Another check would be whether 
or not the court wants to hear the 
case. 
Outside of the meeting, some 
residents talked about a recall or 
referendum, but nothing has been 
followed through at this time.

Two 
days later they came home, found 
it gone and 15 dollars and a note in 
their front door. . 

When to more pigs brought 
similar responses, they tried other 
animals like cows and foxes and 
another spoof of the broad-beamed 
lady, Santa’s Fanny. Everything 
that they made sold rapidly and 
still does. 

A former Londoner now living 
deep in the Maine woods, Ian 
Baston, has created a two-piece 
ostrich, The legs, trunk and half 
the neck make up one piece. The 
other one, positioned a foot or so 
away and fashioned to appear to 
be coming up out of the ground, 
has the rest of the neck and the 
head. Baston reports: “I have two 
models (in facial expression of the 
ostrich), surprised and angry.”

Ramblers almost pull off first win of long season |

After putting on the best show 
of -the. season, before a 


homecoming crowd, the Boyne 
City Ramblers varsity football 
squad was defeated 15-12 by the 
Onaway Cardinals. 

Onaway, reputed to be a solid 
football team, had their hands full 
Friday night, discovering that the 
0-7 Ramblers were definitely not a 
pushover for an easy victory.

Abandoning their spread back- 
field offense, the Ramblers lined 
up in their well-named beef offense 
and on the first play of the new 
series sprang Vondra loose for a 53 
yard run to the Onaway 34 yard 
line.

The tax- 
free proposal passed the Senate 
easily, but I knew it would have 
tough going in the House. So I 
asked the MEA to encourage 
House members to approve the 
appropriation. It didn’t happen. 
With no support from the 
professional education lobbyists, 
the increased funding was easily 
shot down in the House. 

Shortly thereafter another tax- 
increase proposal surfaced, and I 
received a note from the Speaker 
of the House which listed all the 
groups supporting the tax in- 
crease. Second from the top of the 
list, right under the Governor's 
name, was the MEA. None of the 
groups on the list lobbied for more 
money for education when it could 
have been done by reordering 
priorities instead of tax increase. 
Eventually they succeeded in get- 
ting two tax-increase proposals on 
the ballot. 

Proposal A would raise the 
state sales tax to 4'/ cents, in- 
creasing taxes about $400 million 
in additional revenue for state 
spending. How the money would 
be distributed to school kids would 
be left up to the Legislature and 
the Governor. Voters would do 
well to remember the reality of the 
lottery. Proposal B would boost 
the sales tax by 50% while tem- 
porarily reducing property taxes, 
for a net tax increase of $325 
million. The sales tax increase
